A 40-minute recorded tour guides the visitor, with a cassette player and earphones, through the 
highlights of the exhibition. The tour is available at the entrance to the exhibition for $3 per person.

7340, ext. 198) will receive a reduced rate of $2.75 per person. The reduced rate also applies to seniors 
and Museum members. 

Groups of fifteen or more who each reserve the recorded tour and want background for the exhibition 
may arrange for a special slide lecture by Museum staff. The groups may vary in number but, if fewer 
than 150 persons, may be combined with other groups in order to fill all requests. The fee is $100 per 
group.

17. Photography & Videotaping 

Inside Museum

publication. Tripods and flash are not permitted. Museum objects may be 
photographed with hand-held cameras and available light only. 

Photographs of the exterior of the Museum and outdoor sculpture are 
allowed, but if anyone wants to take such photographs for commercial or 
promotional purposes, have the person immediately call the Public 
Information Office (ext. 261). 

Outside Museum 

Visitors are permitted and encouraged to photograph all Insight/On Site 
exhibitions. 

News Media 

Press photographers and television crews may photograph works in special 
exhibitions and use lights and tripods in galleries only with permission from 
the Public Information Office. They must be accompanied by member of 
Public Information Office. 

Please direct all media representatives to the Public Information office inside 
the Museum. Any questions they have should be answered by a member of 
the Public Information staff. 

18. Sketching & Painting 

Sketching in the galleries is allowed. The sketcher may copy any work in 
the permanent collection so long as the copy is at least 2" larger or 2" 
smaller than the original. If the copy is in the same medium or meant to be a 
representation of the original, the sketcher must have it stamped in the 
Director’s Office before taking it out of the Museum. Anyone who wishes 
to use an easel must get written permission from the Director’s Office. 
Permission to paint in the galleries must be obtained in writing from the 
Director’s Office; the director's executive assistant will explain the 
guidelines that apply.
